WAS PIONEER OF 1853

Lindsay Robbins Dies at His Dallas
Home at Ripe OId Ago of
85 Years.

Marcus Lindsay Robbins, a pioneer
of 1858, dled at his home in this city,
Friday, June 15, aged 85 yoars, He
had been an iovalid for many years,
Burlal took placs in the family bury-
Ing ground on the old Robbius home-
stead, two miles northeast of Dallas,
Bunday aflternoon.

Lindsuy Robbins was one of Polk
county's oldest and best-known pio-
neers. He was born in Indiapa, De-
camber 20, 1820, and cime to Oregon
fromTowa. Arriving practically with-
out means, but having a therough
knowledge of vocal music, he becamep
a singing master. With the money
thus acquired, he engaged in stock-
raising, and isn buying and selling
stock, and soon acqulred & competence.
About fifteen ycars ago, he retired
from active work and moved from his
farm to East Portland. After a few
years' residence in the city, he re-
tarned to Dallas, where he spent the
remainder of his life.

Before crossing the plaing, Mr.
Robbins married Miss Mary Sanders,
who died on the farm near Dallas
many years ago, His second wile,
who was Miss Lucy Harvey, of East
Portland, survives him, He is also
survived by two sons, John and Henry
Robbins, of Dallas,

He was a devout member of the
Ohristinn Church, and the funeral
sermon was preached by Eld. G, L,
Lobdell, pastor of that church in
Dallas. .
